LONDON, Eneland (Monday) —Mr.

ls. a day. The total wages bill, based 
on.a 30 per cent advance, therefore, 
would be £219,000,000, taking the 
figure of the probable estimated out- 
put on account of the reduction of 
hours at 220,000,000 tons per annum. 

Sir Leo Chiozza Money immediately 
protested that Mr. Balfour was giving 
evidence and endeavoring to make a 
statement for publication. Sidney 
Webb also objected that, while the 
calculation regarding men and wages 
was correct, the reduction of output 
Was a hypothetical calculation on an 
unproved assertion. Mr. Webb main- 
tained that any assumed fall in the 
ageregate output from the mines 
would mislead the public. He was 
prepared to sav that, in a few vears. 
the output would go on rising and 
be much more than in 1917. 

The first witness was Alfred Bowen, 
chairman of the Buenos Aires Great 
Southern Railway Company. who said 
that the recovery of the British coal 
trade in South America was a matter 
of the ec. i. f. costs as compared with 
American coal.

“With reference to districts in the 
Bohemian lands inhabited by German 
majorities, the Tzecho-Slovak delega- 
tion points out that the Germans are 
colonists who were settled in Bohemia 
through unfriendly governmental pol- 
icies, and that economic prosperity of 
these regions may be secured only 
through connection to Bohemian 
lands of 
pari. Separation of these districts 
from Tzecho-Slovakia would, on the 
other hand, mean a serious loss to the 
new state, which would then be in 
danger of industrial dependency 
Germany. 


Differences Minimized 

“As far as the principality of Teschen 
is concerned, great importance should 
not be attached to the controversy with 
the Poles, as the district is very small 
in size, and the conflicting claims must 
not be allowed to spoil the good rela- 
tions betwen the two Slav states.

1918, the same firms had removed to 
Germany for the German quarter- 
master’s department 11,626,306 tons 
of iron and 297,242,003 square meters 
of other material, such as wood, glass, 
zine and tin. They had also removed 
for the account of German firms 
24,293. 827 tons of iron and 6teel and 
about 300,.000.000 square meters of 
other material.

In 
them, Mr. Dasent sought in 
his own words “to take the middle 
course between undue reticence 
and tactless indiscretion,” the result 
being a feast of good things of which 
the reading world was highly appre- 
ciative. These letters together with 
a great number of others, those in fact 
which the author felt at the time it 
were wisest not to publish, were sold 
on Feb, 4 at Sotheby's. 

That this correspondence dealing 
almost entirely with matters of deep 
interest and frequently of great mag- 
nitude, revealing in numberless ways 
not-only the inner workings of the 
state, but the attitude of its foremost 
men to each other and to public affairs, 
should belong to the nation, is most 
desirable. Delane’s extraordinary 
genius—-and the word is no exaggera- 
tion—-for winning the confidence and 
inspiring the respect of those who 
during these vears were responsible 
for the policy of Great Britain. made

John Powell s Naw Sonata

NEW YORK, New York—John Pow- 
ell’s sonata for piano and violin in A 
flat major was presente for the 
first time anywhere at Carnegie Hall 
on the afternoon of March 9, with the 
composer playing the piano and with 
Efrem Zimbalist playing the violin. It 
was given as the opening number of a 
recital given by Mr. Zimbalist. On the 
program with the sonata was the 
Vieuxtemps concerto in D minor and 
a number of small pieces, in which the 
violinist was assisted by Samuel Chot- 

zinoff at the piano. 

The new work is performed without 
pauses between the divisions, although 
it is clearly planned on a four-move- 
ment scheme. according to regi#ar 
old-school models. The listener can 
make no mistake as to where the Al- 
legro ends and the Scherzo begins; 
and soon, through Andante and Finale. 
The work is generally melodious ard 
[ingratiating in its thematic outline, 
and at the same time it is strong, 
dignified and impressive in its struc- 
‘ture. It has’ intellectuality. wit, 
warmth and all the artistic qualities 
that could be asked for, except, pos- 
sibly, full grasp of the technical 
caprices of the violin. Some persons, 
to say the very worst that could be 
said. might make the criticism that it 
is a piano piece merely, with a violin 
part superimposed. But even they 
would have to admit that it is a mag- 
nificent composition from the piano 
standpoint. The melodic ideas are 
fresh, fluent and diversified. The har- 
monic substance is rich, virile and fit. 

Listeners in any quarter of the 
world, upon hearing the sonata for the 
first time, would recognize its pages 
as the writing of an American. They 
would say at once that the composer 
knew profoundly and liked ardently 
the type of tune known as the planta- 
tion song: and whatever views they 
might have about the worth of Negro 
music in comparison with other kinds 
of folk music, they would have to admit 
that Mr. Powel) has applied the Negro 
stvle of tune tactfully. even master- 
fully. in his playful second movement 
and likewise in his sentimental third. 
As for what he has done in the opening 
and closing divisions, everybody would 
have to grant that he has shown him- 
self to have thorough schooling in 
classic formalities and to have the 
ability to endue those formalities with 
modern elasticity and color. 


WYOMING CHANGES 
EDUCATIONAL DETAIL

CHEYENNE, Wyoming: -J. O. Crea- 
rer, state Commissioner of Education 
for Wyoming, has resigned, because 
he. disapproves of the recent action of 
the Legislature in subordinating the 
state educational department to the 
state Superintendent of Public In- 
struction. Mr. Creager was appointed 
under an act of two years ago which 
subordinated the state Superintendent 
of Public Instruction--—a constitutional 
office—to the state Board of Educa- 
tion, a legislative creation. 

The recent Legislature reversed the 
‘action of the preceding Legislature 
on the ground that the act of 1917 
contravened the constitutional pro- 
vision that the state Superintendent 
of Public Instruction shall be the head 
of the educational department: of the 
State in all matters except those af- 
fecting the state university. Persons 
engaged in educational work through- 
out the State appear to sympathize 
with the attitude of Mr. Creager that 
the subordination of the educational 
department to the state Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction, an elective 
office, has a tendency to inject politics 
into crascvteursent affairs.

ing large numbers of individuals 

The committee, he said. had worked 
Out a complete system, which in the 
first place catalogued the 714 occupa- 
tions which are necessarily employed 
in the organizatian of a modern army: 
then there was a series of catalogues 
prepared which showed just how many 
men of each vocation every army unit 
required in*order to become an effec- 
tive branch of the fighting body, in 
order to fulfill its proper function. 
“If. the Kaiser had been willing to 
wait. of course,’ Colonel Scott said. 
“each unit commander could have 
classified his men himself, but in 1917- 
18 our cause demanded speed. Every 
day that could be saved from the 
period of training meant a day gained 
in putting troops at the front. By the 
System employed by the adjutant-gen- 
eral’s department, the men were al! 
catalogued beforehand, and the cap- 
tain of a company was left free to 
train his men in military tactics and 
not stop {to select butchers, bakers, 
clerks, or whatever it was he needed 
from them. It was known beforehand 
just how many mechanical draftsmen. 
electricians, linemen, machinists, car- 
penters, chauffeurs, etc., every com- 
bat division required, for each division 
had to have a certain number of spe- 
cialists and men from 68 other trades 
among the enlisted men. 

“Besides all this, the 194,228 officers 
of the army were also classified to 
ascertain their special ability and 
were periodically rated for efficiency. 
The result of all this was that before 
the war was over, every drafted man 
who went to a training camp was put 
through the test within three hours’ 
time and came out properly uniformed 
and tagged as to whether he was a 
journeyman, apprentice, or expert in 
any one of the 714 occupations em- 
ployed in the service. There was also 
thus preserved a card which went

told everything instantly that his su- 
perior officer needed to know concern- 
ing him; that is to say, his previous 
occupation, former employer, trade 
skill. nativity, citizenship, schooling, 
linguistic abWity, literary ability, mili- 
tary experience, etc. :

“The Carranza constitution of Mex- 
ico,” said Mr. Feran, “is virtually 
identical with the Bolshevist conven- 
tion, or constitution, and Russia is no 
more dangerous to the world today 
than Mexico, except that Mexico 
has not so large a population, nor are 
there so many intelligent men devoted 
to the movement there as in Russia 
The principles of the organic law of 
Mexico, adopted by the present gov- 
ernment, are the same as those con- 
fained in the constitution promul- 
sated by Lenine and Trotzky for their 
régime of Bolshevism and anarchy in 
Russia.

Letter Is Sent to Secretary of War 
Urging Need of Cooperation as 


Reason for Such Organization |

on Army and Navy Chaplains of the 
Kederal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America has sent to Newton 
D. Baker. United States Secretary of 
War, a letter urging the organization 
of a chaplain corps for the United 
States Army. It is said that this ac- 
tion was taken after conference with 
toman Catholic leaders, who ex- 
pressed sympathy with the plan and 
intention to present a similar 
request to the secretary. 

The letter says that the chaplains 
are now the only branch of the service 
without corps organization and that 
adequate recognition of ability and 
the assurance of promotion should be 
riven in order to increase the ef- 
ficiency of the chaplaincy as part of 
the army organization. It is pointed 
out that Bishop Brent has effected an 
organization of the 1300 army chap- 
lains in France, and it is now desired 
to extend this idea of organization to 
whole army. 

One of the reasons given for the re- 
quest “the need of proper coopera- 
tion between all the chaplains in a 
given camp or cantonment.” It is said 
that this need seems obvious, “if their 
work is to be properly done and con- 
fusion and waste of effort avoided.” 

The letter protests against any re 
duction in the proportion of chaplains 
to officers and enlisted men, a reduc- 
tion which believed to be implied 
in the bill “to organize and increase 
the efficiency of the regular army.”

week in a considerably larger number 

“of new orders both in the cloth and 
the yarn markets. and served as an 
encouraging feature in the cotton 
manufacturing industry. The ime 
provement wes only slight. and con- 
ditions are still so far from normal 
that there is no intention of reducing 
the curtailment of output that has 
been the policy of the mill men be- 
cause of the lack of demand for’ 
goods. There has been talk of further 
curtailment because, although the 
number of new orders taken has in- 
creased, this increase has been more 
than offset bv the number of old 
| orders that have been completed. 
The manufacturers, while noticing 
many signs of a better demand, are 

actually placed with less business in 
hand than ever. : 
_ Prices have been very low and have 
inclined even to go lower under the 
_ pressure from the mills to sell at least 
enough to keep a part of their plant 
in operation and a portion of their 
working force intact. Many of them, 
in order to do this, have accepted 
orders for immediate or near-by deliyve 
ery at cost or even a trifle below. 


‘Situation in Fine Fabrics 


| Fine, combed yarn cotton fabrics 
| have been quiet, but there has been 
| quite a number of small orders taken 
for staple constructions and fancies 
of the simpler types. The total volume 
of such orders is more than would 
be indicated by a cursory survey of 
the market, but the business is noth- 
'ing to be compared to-normal, and 
| prices are what the mill men term low, 
' The print cloth yarn fabric mills 
report a much better business than 
for weeks, although the sales are still 
far below the normal week’s produc- 
tion. The demand has been very broad, 
covering almost all of the staple con- 
structions, but prices have been, if 
anything, a trifle weaker. A consider- . 
able volume of business in sateens, 
twills and other lining fabrics has been 
taken, and prices in these cases were 
at a level where the mills felt justified 
in accepting contracts running as far 
ahead as May and June. When such 
contracts were offered for the print 
cloth goods, however, they were 
promptly turned down, for the manu- 
facturers contend that the priceg in 
this division are at cost or below and 
they refuse to tie up their machinery 
ahead on work that is bound to show 
no profit and perhaps a loss. Por this 
reason almost ali the dealing in print 
cloth has been for immediate delivery, 
or at least for delivery within the 
month. 


Good Tire Yarn Demand 


Large tire yarn orders have kept the 
spinners going for a few weeks and 
several more were placed last week. 
As a rule, however, they have been 
for the cheaper kind of yarn and 
prices have been so low that the milis 
have been compelled to use the lower 
grades of cotton.

‘Wenction of the Piiblic Schools 


[XN COMMON with the other civil agencies of the coun- 
trv, the public school svstem of the United States has 
been enlisted, during the last two vears, largely in ftor- 
warding the great task upon the performance of which 
the nation entered on April 6, 1917. No forees or 
resources at the command of the local, state, or national 
governments were reserved, and the public schools were 
as quick to respond to the call of duty as were any other 
of the institutional activities of the republic. — [t would 
be difheult at this time adequately to measure the value 
of the work which the public school children contributed 
to the cause in which the nation has been engaged. The 
least that can be said is that in connection with practically 
every undertaking of the federal government, froin the 
beginning to the close of the war, in the work of inspita-

but it has had a very much more ditheult problem to 
deal with than its eastern sister, 1a this particular, In re- 
cent vears, however, especially since the holding of 
the Panama-Pacifie Exposition, the thought of the 
people, and of the engineers, of San lrancisco has re- 
curred at intervals to the tremendous project of bridging 
the bav, so as to connect San lraneico and Oakland, 
Previous to 1QrO a structure was actually planned with 
this end in view. Tt erected it would have been one 
of the longest bridges nn the world, and would have 
marked the achievement of one of the greatest engi- 
neering feats in history, Tt was designed to carry into 
San Francisco the trains of the tour transcontinental lines 
terminating at Oakland, thus obviating the necessity of 
transferring the passengers by terres, . 

Ihe ferrvboats navigating San Francisco Bay at the 
tine were conveving at the rate of 40,000,000 passenger > 
The tive systems operating between San I*ran 
cisco and. the east-bav cities of Oakland, Berkeley, and 
\lameda were, im) tact, apparently taxed to. their 
capacity. The bridge which it was proposed to build to 
relieve this strain was to have eighty spans and to be tive 
and a half miles in length over all. Each of the spans, 
though not so long as many in existence, were designed 
to be verv heavy. The entire structure, it was intended, 
should be one of the heaviest ever built, since it would 
bear three roadways and tour railroad tracks. .\s 
planned, the main portion would include sixty spans 
ef 230 feet each. Near the San lrancisco shore there 
would be two long and high spans beneath whic shipping 
would pas>. 

This ambitious project was finally rejected by the 
government on the ground that it would interfere with 
navigation, whereupon Harlan 1). Miller, the engineer 
who designed it, and lus associates, drew plans for a 
combination bridge and tunnel, so arranged that there 
should be from 1000 to 2000 feet in the middle of the 
bay absolutely tree tor navigation purposes. At the same 
time a plan tor bridging San Trancisco Bay near its 
southern end, connecting Newark on the mainland with 
Redwood Citv, was put forward: This was to be a 
general highway bridge. It would also serve to make 
San krancisco practically a part of the mainland, and 
give to the interior of the State direct transportation 
to its chiei citv. Tt was understood that the federa! 
government would not object to this structure, but it did 
not quite meet popular requirements. 

The Golden Gate 1s to San Francisco what the Golden 
Hlorn is to Constantinople. It is a channel two miles 
wide forming the entrance to San Francisco Bav and 
washing the north shore of the peninsula upon which the 
city is built. It is regarded as one of the most delightful 
harbor entrances in the world. ‘The origin of the naime 
is not definitely known, but it is taken by all who behold 
it as strikingly appropriate. Many- vears ago, when 
Jennie Lind was about to visit the United States. a prize 
was offered by an American newspaper for a song of 
welcome to the “Inge r, and the song that won the prize 
contained this verse:
